Current quarantine measures. 

[Translated in this Bureau from the "Veroffentlichungen des Kaiserlichen Gesund- 
heitsamtes," Berlin, April 29, 1896.] 

CHOLEBA. 

Turkey. — Passenger vessels arriving from Alexandria are subject, 
since April 9, to forty-eight hours' quarantine of observation with dis- 
infection. 

Spain. — By royal order of April 13 quarantine is ordered for arrivals 
from Diu (Portuguese-Indies). All ports situated not more than 165 
kilometers in a straight line from Diu are declared suspect. 

Egypt. — The note attached to ships' bills given at Alexandria was 
amended, April 7, to read as follows : " Cholera cases are authentically 
reported at Alexandria." 

YELLOW FEVER. 

Danish Antilles. — According to official advices of April 21, arrivals 
from Eio de Janeiro are, in view of the epidemic of yellow fever there 
prevailing and also of the existence there of other infectious diseases, 
declared subject to fifteen days' quarantine. 

CHOLERA NOTES. 

Egypt. — Cholera cases began to occur again in Alexandria early in 
April. Prom April 1 to 15, 10 cases and 33 deaths were reported. 

East Indies— Calcutta. — From March 15 to 21 there were 173 deaths 
from cholera.
